To my father, as to hundreds of classi- 
ea! scholars, there was never another land 
like classic Greece. Its glories were his 
table talk, the gods of Olympus his inti- 
mates, Hut when he visited Greece 4 
quarter of a century ago and studied the 
classic sites, Zetis, Aphrodite, Hermes, and 
Apollo were “barbarians” to the extent

Two Roman 
cMperors, one more notorious asa fiddler 
than as an athlete, won victories-at Olym- 
pia. Barnstorming professional athletes 
finally rained this great athletic meeting, 
and when, after 1.170 years of influence 
in the physical and intellectun! life of 
Greece, the games were suppressed by the 
Byzantine Emperor Theodosius, Alaric the 
Goth wis already advancing on effeminate 
Athens. 

In Greece, as in Palestine, one usually 
gainé litth by going under a roof, but it 
is worth a long journey to stand in the 
mise at Olviinpia beside the Hermes. 
Perhaps no other famous statue so defies

No better excursion center exists in 
Greece than Tripolis, at whose weekly 
market one.secs fine peasant types. The 
pedestrian has, between Tripolis and 
Olympia or Kalavryia, all the charm of 
Arcadia. The River Styx, the Stympha- 
linn Lake, the ‘Temple of Bassa, the peaks 
of Chelmos pnd Kyllene—what lover of 
Arcady could resist such challenges to 
adventure? Oak grove and mist-hidden 
pines, fertile valley and rocky glen, each 
has itsappeal. Tere one might let the 
ancient temples mute their message and 
revel in such unspoiled beauty as inspired 
their benilders, 

A banal adventure at Karytena thrilled 
me as iniich as did the quict beauty of 
Arcadia.

It is joined to the mainland by a towering 
aqueduct, under whose-arches hucksters 
peddle bright fruits and vepetables ly the 
Hight of flickering torches, thetr muddy 
flames repeated in displays of hancd-ham- 
mered copper, 

Between Kavalla and Nanthi one passes 
through the best tobacco land in all Greece. 
Those who picture wide-spreading fields 
full of waist-high plants would be disap- 
pointed: Net quantity but quality ts the 
aim, for other regions produce larger 
crops. Beside the swiit-lowing Nestos 
River sparse fields are tucked inte the folds 
af the rocky hills, Here the conditions of 
sot) and sun are such that the tobacco is 
the best of its kind. The choicest is ust- 
aliv botghe by Americans, with Conti- 
nental buyers: competing for the second- 
erade leaf; but in 1929 the top price was 
paid bya Greek cigarette maker of Xanthi, 
in Whose factory | saw attractive Christ- 
mas boxes of all-oriental cigarettes being 
prepared at f2.00 a hundred.

THE HIGHLAND LAKES OF NORTHERN 
CHEEK 


We journeyed through the rejuvennted 
lingdon of Philip and Alexander to the 
Athanian frontier, Far above the level 
of the sea are Inkes which, if harnessed 
or nthzed for irngation, mught add as 
much to the wealth of Hellas as they now 
de to its beauty. Most charming of these 
lakes, so unexpected after the sitn-baked 
landscapes of Attica, is thar which almost 
surrounds the town of Kastoria with its 
half-burted Pyzantine chapels. 

Along the shores of the lake, upon 
Whose waters the fishermen row the must 
ungainly of barges, are great houses with 
barred windows and fortlike walls which 
give an impression of hidden wealth.

THE STADIUM, CENTER OF HELLENIC 
PAGLANTERY 


The ancient stadium, newly sheathed im 
marble, is still the scene of pageaniry 


(see illustration, page 651), In ancient 
times it rung to the cheers of frenzied 
crowils: but perhaps no event, even in 
the old heroic days, equaled that when 
a Greek peasant, Loves, won the Mar 
thon race at the first modern Clympic 
Gamesin 190%. Women tore their jewelry 
from wrist and throat to offer to him, and 
an Athenian bootblack promised lim free 
shines for life, One who thinks of a 
Greek shotshine as the quintessence of 
the ephemeral realizes that this tmpulsive 
affer, 1£ accepted, amemted to pecnage. 
At the sound of abrush whacked! againsta 
wooden box, half of Athens shifts its feet. 

Pausanias knew the stadtum soon atter

to gather a hybrid combination of dress, 
slinwl, aml jewelry. The present series 
(Color Plates I to A ATV ), made possible 
throvgh generous collaboration, 125 au- 
thentie asamere man could make it Soon 
only museum dinmies will wear such 
hivery. 

The best opportunity for the castil vis- 
itor to Athens to see plinsant costumes is 
at the annual Lyceum Club pageant, never 
twice the same. Perhaps the first spec- 
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tacle goes back to the vivid colorings of 
Crete or Mycenee. Then come the grace- 
iul robes of classic Greece, followed by 
the jewels, yelvetsand coronets of Hyzan- 
tine days. 

But the climax of the performance, usu- 
ally too late to be photographed mm action, 
comes wher hundreds af young Greeks 
swing in, clad in the distinctive dress af 
island ane motntuin village, singing the 
smgs of revolutionury days or peasant 
life. Do not expect perfection in details ; 
hut the henuty and power of the gigantic 
spechich: ane unmistakable,

Apollo amd the Ornele, one must get into 
the spirit of the place. The Delphic Fes- 
tival af 1930 made this possible, While 
dining with the hundreds of amateur ac- 
tors, TE noted with what intellectual fresh- 
ness these joyous folk greeted one another 
in parady verses to the Aeschvlan meter. 
At the rehearsals 1 saw Power and Force; 
blinded by tragic masks and made hanghity 
by the stiltlike cothutnus, fall to their 
news and Hermes, the messenger ol the 
Gods, arrive all out of breath, having 
misliid his winged helmet. Girls who 
were to be Oceanids fumbled their Imes, 
squealed when the pebbles of the theater 
hrwtsed their hare knees, chattered against 
the splendid musical hackground, and gen- 
erally cluttered up the orchestra, 

Bautall that was forgotten whon the real 
Way began, Aristophanes ought picture 
Fatipides banting the corpulent mise of 
Aeschylus, or weighing his tragedy im. the 
steclyards; but those ponmpons sentences: 
spoken by a defiant Promethens andl echoed 
by the agesold clits, had a majesty befit- 
ting the seene (see Color Plates XVI1 to

Every effort was made at the Centenary 
Festival to achieve accuracy of dress and 
amor, Mime.

merely seen. The workers out therealong 


the track, in skating caps, car muits, and, 


mittens—the engineers on snow shoes and 
the crew driving the rotary plow against 
the cdrifts—they not only see but they teel 
mic smell the Andes, 

And they hear the voices of the high 
passes, the hiss of snow and shriek of 
winds around the crags, the roar of ava- 
lanchies. . 

Down the smooth, steep, snow-covered 
slope of one mountain, plainly visthle from 
the train, an avalanche had. slid, ‘Count- 
less toms of rock, dirt, and snow, coastine 
stright down from the very clouds, had 
left a Jong, perpendicular scar, “Wut is 
that firmny trail down the mountain side 7” 
asks a solitaire player, Iooking up trom 
his cards, No one answers, 

To save their cable from these slides, 
the telephone engineers buried tt in the 
rocks all the way from Las Cuevas, on the 
Argentine side, over to Junenl, in Chile. 

“When we picked out the route for lay- 
ing our cable over the Andes, it was not 
with the view of keeping close to roads 
andl trails,” satd an official of the Ameri- 
can-owned telephone ane telegraph com- 
pany. “What we sought was o path that 
would give the cable the most shelter ond 
minimize the danger of breaks from ava- 
lanches, lanrislides, or earthquakes. 

“But always we had to carry the heavy 
cable on the last lap of its hard) journey 
up steep motntains al over cliffs, to 


ya 


where we had blasted a sunken way for 
it. Only picked men could stand this tre- 
mendous physical ordeal. We chose only 
these who had worked for years in high 
altitudes, Even the blasting and digging. 
of Gur cable's underground path over this 
roof of the world, a ditch many miles long, 
was a back-breaking task.” 
ANOTHER DARRIIE DWINDLES 

Once the Andes separated Chile and the 
Argentine not only physically and in a 
commercial way, butalso formed harrier 
iwainst intellectual, social, ancl artistic re- 
lations. Now, by this new cable, friendly 
intercourse is easy ;-and not only can San- 
tagn talk over the Andes and across the 
far pampas to busy Buenos Ames, but by 
a mile cable under the great River Plate 
she can talk to Montevideo, in Urnguay, 
and from there on by radio telephone to 
urope, the British Isles, and the United 
Sates. | 

When the Airplane Survey party, which 
was sent to South America a few months 
ago by the Nutional Geographic Society, 
reached Santiago de Chile, one of its mem- 
bers called The Society's headquarters in 
Washington, D.C 

Over thousands of miles of sea, jungle, 
plains, and Andean snows this long-ddis- 
tance dialogue was held as easily as if the 
speakers lad been face to face, 
What a contrast since doughty ald Tu- 
pice Yopanqui, the Inca warriar, braved 
these Andean passes! Probably it often 
took him weeks to get his ronmers through, 
Now, when the passes are itee of dan- 
pero storm clouds and fogs. planes fly 
every week between Santiago and Men- 
daa. A highway more or less parallel 
with the railway has been blazed across 
the Andes, and automobiles can make the 
trip, barring snow, washouts, and. lantl- 
shdes, Ti they break down now. they can 
telephone for help! . 

‘he Andes are as high, cold, and vast 
as ever. They only seem less so now he- 
cause trains and planes are faster than 
miles and Hamas, anil because otir voices 
on the new telephone cable carry farther 
than the voices af General San Martin 
wind old Chief Tupac Yupanqa shouting 
acmnss the canyons.
